Declared winners in contested local races, detailed results on page 10 


Fifty-three percent of Hickman 
County residents turned out to vote 
Tuesday and on absentee ballots as they 
elected new leadership for Clinton, 
Columbus, and Hickman County. 

Phyllis Campbell will be the 
next mayor of Clinton after beating 
incumbent Tommy Kimbro and 
former mayor Fred Cox in Tuesday’s 
election. Campbell received 165 votes, 
compared to 103 votes for Kimbro and 
90 for Cox. 

Jason Batts will become Hickman 
County Attorney on January 1 after 
defeating incumbent Sue Ellen Morris 


1,271 votes to 659. Batts’ victory marks 
the first time in history that Hickman 
Countians have put a Republican in a 
local office. 

“Voters are looking for a change,” 
Batts said after the election, “a change 
from the career politicians that exist at 
every level of government to people 
dedicated to public service who can 
provide fresh ideas.” 

Henry Cole defeated Rosemary 
Jones 325 votes to 200 for the office of 
Hickman County Magistrate, District 
1. Cole will join Kory Naranjo and 
Irvin Stroud on the Hickman County 


Fiscal Court in January. Naranjo and 
Stroud were declared winners in the 
Democratic Primary in May and were 
not contested in the general election. 

Amanda Spillman will be the next 
Hickman County PVA, defeating 
Gaylon Reynolds 1,418 votes to 496. 
Spillman will fill the shoes of current 
PVA Anita Mullins, who will retire at 
the end of her current term. 

Incumbent Hickman County Sheriff 
Mark Green will hold onto his office, 
as he defeated challenger Eugene 
Morris 1,610 votes to 229. 

Kay Ferguson will replace incumbent 


Richard Frizzell as the next mayor of 
Columbus in January. Ferguson won 
with 51 votes, compared to 26 votes for 
Frizzell. At least 203 residents voted in 
Columbus, with only 77 voting in the 
mayoral race. 

Laura Poole was elected to fill the 
Clinton City Council seat vacated 
by Phyllis Campbell. The five other 
current city council members (Jerome 
Jenkins, Ivan Potter, Betty Morrow, 
Howard Dillard, and Yvette Thomas) 
will hold on to their seats, as Eric 
Lewis received the fewest votes in the 
seven-candidate pool. 


In other contested races, Hickman 
County voters voted in favor of 
Republican Senator Mitch McConnell, 
who defeated challenger Allison 
Grimes statewide. Hickman County 
had 1,156 votes for McConnell, 707 
for Grimes, and 63 for David Patterson. 

Hickman County also voted with the 
district in the U.S. Congressional race 
between incumbent Representative 
Ed Whitfield and Charles Hatchett. 
Hickman County had 1,340 votes for 
Whitfield, compared to only 546 for 
Hatchett.

Hickman County Economic 
Development Authority, Inc. held 
their quarterly meeting Wednesday 
afternoon, Oct. 29. 

During the meeting, Eddie 
Crittendon, Executive Director of 
Fulton County Hickman County 
Economic Development Partnership, 
gave the board an update on the 
partnership. The update included 
mention of an undisclosed project that 
could bring between 40 and 50 jobs 
to Hickman County in the coming 
months. The project, referred to as 
“Project X,” could include a business 
expanding to Hickman County and 
renovating an existing building. 

In a report on Peerless Premier, 
Hickman County Judge Executive 
and board secretary Greg Pruitt said 
that Peerless now has 88 employees 


Hickman County Judge/Executive 
Greg Pruitt will retire from his 26-year 
post as Judge Executive on December 
31, but will not disappear from public 
service. 

Hickman County Economic 
Development Authority, Inc. elected 
at their July 23 meeting to hire Pruitt 
to the position of executive director 
for the organization on a part-time 
basis beginning January 1. During his 
time as judge executive, Pruitt has 
voluntarily served as secretary for the 
organization and acted in the role of 
executive director. 

Judge Pruitt will work two days per 
week as director of HCEDA, for a salary 
of $2,000 per month. Judge Pruitt said 
in an interview that the lowest paid 
economic director in the area received 
a salary between $65,000 and $70,000. 


(down from 93 in July), and that 
the roof replacement process on the 
building is underway. HCEDA’s 
contract with Peerless requires that the 
cost of a roofing project of this sort 
be split between the company and the 
economic development authority. The 
total cost of the roof replacement is 
$230,000, with HCEDA’s share of the 
cost being roughly $115,000. 

Peerless Premier is currently leasing 
the building at 350 Moss Drive in 
Clinton from HCEDA on a 10-year 
lease-to-own agreement for $8,000 
per month. Peerless will make their 
last lease payment in January, and 
ownership of the building will transfer 
to Peerless on February 1. 

During the meeting, the board elected 
to donate $1,000 to the Hickman 
County Arts Council to market their 
annual Arts, Craft, and Book fair that 
is scheduled for November 22. 


The $2,000 per month salary Pruitt 
will receive was concluded based on a 
$60,000 per year position, adjusted for 
working two days per week instead of 
five. Two fifths of $60,000 is $24,000, 
which is $2,000 per month. 

Judge Pruitt will set up an office in 
the former Daymar College building to 
work out of. 

Before becoming Hickman County 
Judge Executive in 1998, Pruitt worked 
in economic development in Hickman. 

Pruitt has said that two days per 
week is more than he has been able 
to focus on economic development in 
the past, and he and the HCEDA board 
believe the added time will prove to 
be valuable for the recruitment of 
industry and economic development in 
the county.

‘No mandatory auto-pay’ for Zito customers 


Misinformed 
customer service reps 
told customers they had 
to switch to auto-pay

Several Clinton residents attended a 
public forum Thursday night at Clinton 
City Hall to discuss frustrations with 
cable service provided by Zito Media. 

Shay Borders attended the meeting, 
which began at 7 p.m. and lasted more 


than an hour, to answer questions on 
behalf of Zito Media. 

The meeting originated from 
a complaint by Clinton City 
Councilmember Yvette Thomas at a 
previous city council meeting about the 
company requiring customers to have 
their bill automatically drafted from 
their bank account or a credit card. 
Thomas said that she had been told by 
a customer service representative at 
Zito that she would have to switch to 
the auto-pay system in order to change 
her programming, and that all Zito 
customers would eventually be shifted 


to auto pay. 

Borders said Thursday night that there 
are no plans for Zito Media to require 
auto pay for all current subscribers, 
and that Thomas had received bad 
information from the customer service 
representative. Borders did admit that 
the company is now requiring new 
customers to enroll in auto pay, in 
addition to customers with delinquent 
payment history. 

Other concerns expressed at the 
meeting included loss of channels with 
no prior notification, increased monthly 
billing amounts with no notification or 


explanation from Zito, and unreliable 
phone and internet service provided by 
the company. 

Border said that the channel losses are 
the result of technical upgrades at the 
company’s cable station in Wickliffe, 
which serves Clinton, Arlington, and 
Bardwell in addition to Ballard County. 
He said that many customers are 
demanding high definition channels, 
which can only be provided digitally, 
requiring infrastructure adjustments on

the part of Zito and the installation 
of cable boxes on subscriber 
televisions. Border said that some 
customers do not care about high 
definition and do not want a box, 
so Zito is avoiding switching to 
digital programming only, but is 
attempting to provide a variety of 
both digital and analog channels. 

“We wanted to keep a lot of 
analog channels that would not 
require a box on every TV,” 
Borders said. 

Local Zito customers recently 
lost 19 channels, which were 
replaced by seven channels. 

Speaking of increasing cost for 
cable services, Borders explained 
that Zito does not raise customer 
subscription rates to increase 
their profit margins, but to stay in 
business. He said that independent 
cable companies like Zito Media 
face a leverage imbalance 
that broadcast networks take 
advantage of. He said they have 
virtually no negotiating power 
when it comes to broadcasters 
continually raising their rates. 
He compared the relationship 
of smaller, independent cable 
providers to larger providers 
like Dish Network and Direct 
TV, using the analogy of Wal- 
Mart and a local hardware store. 


Whereas the larger providers can 
leverage networks to lower the 
amount they charge the networks 
by threatening to cut the channels 
off from millions of subscribers, 
Zito Media does not have that 
option. 

“We pay KSVA-12 more than 
I ever dreamed of,” Borders said 
of a channel that used to be free. 

He said that Zito’s subscription 
rates have not gone up as fast as 
their payments to broadcasters 
have, and that the company’s 
profit margin decreases each 
year. 

Ruth Ann Samples complained 
that her bill went up more that 
$20 per month with no warning 
or explanation. When she called 
customer service, she said the 
representative could not explain 
the difference in the bill. Borders 
had no knowledge of any recent 
rate increases. 

Borders also explained that 
the service technician that 
had been serving the area has 
been replaced, and that he is 
confident in the new technician 
to do a better job that was done 
previously, and that line and 
connectivity problems are getting 
better. 

Some present complained that 


they wished they didn’t have to 
speak with people in Texas or 
Pennsylvania, who have little 
knowledge of the area, when 
they call customer service, and 
would rather speak to someone 
in Wickliffe. 

Borders explained that a 
centralized call center is the 
only way they can do business, 
reminding those at the meeting 
that Zito Media is a for-profit 
business that has to keep costs 
down as much as possible. He 
was proud of the fact that Zito 
has not outsourced their call 
center to other countries, the way 
other organizations have. 

Zito Media is an independently 
owned telecommunications 
company headquartered in Potter 
County, Penn. They provide cable 
television, Internet, and digital 
voice services to communities in 
16 states. 

According to the company’s 
website, their goal is to “provide 
our customers with the best 
possible level of Video, Data, and 
Voice Services. Zito is committed 
to an ongoing culture of 
technological innovation, and as 
such, we will continue to deliver 
new and advanced services as 
they become available.”

Area econ. development officials 
conduct spec, building seminar

assembled at the Pontotoc Center 
in Fulton Thursday morning for 
a seminar in spec building best 
practices. The seminar was 
taught by Millie Calloway of 
the Tennessee Valley Authority 
Economic Development Group. 

Calloway’s presentation, 
which lasted about an hour, 
touched on different types of 
spec buildings that can be built, 
risks and rewards involved 
with the construction of spec 
buildings, the eight phases 
of building a spec building, 
successful communities, and 
TVA assistance. 

Different types of spec 
building options include turnkey 
buildings (ready to move in), 
shells (a bare-bones building 
with no floor poured, and cost 
estimates for completion), and 
virtual (computer rendering 
of a building on a particular 
property with cost estimates for 
construction). 

Benefits associated with 
having a spec building involve 
increased prospect traffic, 
minimal time frames for new 
industry to become operational, 
demonstration of economic 
development commitment from 
the community, and public 
ownership allows more room for 
negotiation with prospects. 

The largest risk associated 
with building a spec building 
is that it may not sell or lease 
within a reasonable time frame. 
This was the case for the Kaiser 
Automotive building in Fulton, 
which sat vacant for years, as 
Fulton County Judge Executive- 
Elect Jim Martin pointed out 
during the presentation. Martin 
said that TVA was involved with 
the original construction of the 
building. 

Calloway pointed out that 
several questions must be 
answered before a spec building 
can be built, including a plan for 
the worst-case scenario where 
a new building sits empty, 
such as how the building will 
be maintained and paid for if 
it doesn’t sell or lease within a 


reasonable time period. 

Fulton County Judge 
Executive David Gallagher said 
that the communities in the area 
have a good partnership with 
the Fulton County Detention 
Center and the Hickman County 
Detention Center that allows for 
relatively easy maintenance such 
as mowing. 

Calloway pointed out that 
when spec buildings fail, it 
is usually the result of poor 
planning, financing issues, poor 
location, and no expansion 
ability. She said that spec 
building should have a 4:1 land- 
to-building ratio that allows for 
expansion on either side of the 
building. 

Financing options were the 
focus of conversation during 
part of the program. Calloway 
said that TVA provides economic 
development loans to qualified 
organizations. One requirement 
for qualification included the 
educational seminar that was 
conducted Thursday. TVA offers 
fixed rate loans at three percent 
APR (annual percentage rate), 
fully amortized over 15 years, 
and a variable rate 1.5 percent 
fully amortized over a 15- 
year period. TVA only offers 
financing for up to 50 percent 
of the project’s cost, and its 
loans do not exceed one million 
dollars. If FCHCEDP elects 
to build a spec building with a 
loan from TVA, it will have to 
fund the rest of the project from 
another source. 

The phases of spec building 
construction in Calloway’s 


presentation included: 

Establishing a committee. 

Calloway said effective spec 
building committees include 
representation from the fields of 
engineering, legal, construction, 
utilities, architecture, 

government, finance, marketing, 
local industrial development, 
and a state or regional economic 
development organization. 

Research. Calloway said 
that the research phase includes 
careful consideration of other 
available buildings and sites 
within a 100-mile radius, and 
meeting with other communities 
to find out what they are doing. 
Other considerations include 
site selection and building 
characteristics including ceiling 
height and column spacing. 

Financing. Calloway 

encouraged economic 

development officials to 
consider every financing option 
available, as well as ALL 
projected costs and determining 
who the borrowing entity will 
be. Potential financing options 
include local banks, local 
government, utilities, local 
developers, fundraisers, and a 
TVA loan. 

Design. Design considerations 
include ceiling height, column 
spacing, building layout, and 
whether or not to pour the 
floor. Calloway said different 
production methods require 
different flooring. 

Other steps include the 
bidding process, construction, 
and marketing.

Remembering 
the military draft 

his is a repeat of last year’s column just in time for 
Veterans Day, so I consider it still appropriate, timely, and 
definitely a true-life experience. 

Although I never served in the military we have many 
family members who have. 

The Vietnam Conflict started just as I was entering high school. 

Right away an older classmate was reported as 
Killed in Action (KIA). He was only 18 and a 
PFC in the US Marines. His picture and a small 
write up were carried in The Tennessean , our 
local daily newspaper. 

Indirectly I would say that the draft kept me 
in college. 

From 1948 until 1973, during both peacetime 
and periods of conflict, men were drafted to fill 
vacancies in the armed forces, which could not 
be filled through voluntary means. 

A lottery drawing - the first since 1942 
- was held on December 1,1969, at Selective Service National 
Headquarters in Washington, D.C. This event determined the order 
of call for induction during calendar year 1970, for men born 
between January 1,1944 and December 31,1950. Reinstitution of 
the lottery was a change from the oldest first method, which had 
been the determining method for deciding order of call. 

I remember clearly the annual drawing of birth dates in 1969, 70, 
71 and 72. The first two years March 23 (my birthday and the only 
day of the year I was concerned about as pertains to this particular 
drawing) was 256 and 281, very safe numbers. Besides, the 1969 
draft lottery was for men born 1944-1950. Since I was bom in 1951 
that did not include me. The highest number called for possible 
induction (draft) that year was 195. 

In 1970 the highest number called was 125. That was for men 
born during my birth year. The third year it was 89 for those born 
in 1952 and the fourth year it was low enough at 22 but for men 
born in 1953. Besides, I was able to maintain my IIS (student) 
deferment. And I had one flat foot. 

Those were very tedious times for young men. It seems every 
family included a member who served in Vietnam. My brother-in- 
law served there as a Sergeant, twice. 

The drafts were shown on TV and I remember the blue numbered 
balls being drawn from a large glass container. 

Tuesday, November 11 is Veterans Day. It was first established in 
1919 as Armistice Day. In 1938 it was changed to Veterans Day. In 
1968 it was included as one of four federal holidays celebrated on 
Monday. It was returned to Nov. 11 in 1975. 

I truly appreciate all men and women who have served in our 
military, who presently serve, or who will serve in our nation’s 
military to protect our freedoms, which include freedom of the 
press to write columns such as this one and also the freedom of 
religion, not freedom “from” religion as our nation’s courts seem to 
interpret.

According to Grogan, Americans spend 
about six percent of their income on food, while people in developing countries like Pakistan pay as 
much as 50 percent of their income for food, and normally lower quality food. He used the analogy of 
time spent working for food, as Americans spend about an hour and a half a day working to earn enough 
money to buy food, those in Pakistan will have to work 12 hours to earn enough to eat for the day.

Leaf burning 
permitted in city limits

The Clinton City Council 
passed an ordinance Monday 
night to allow the burning of 
leaves and foliage within the 
city limits. 

The ordinance amended an 
ordinance the council passed 
in July that prohibited burning 
of several items in the city 
limits, including leaves and 
foliage. Other items forbidden 
from burning in July, including 
household mbbish, garbage, 
construction debris, painted 
or stained wood products, 
animal bedding, tires, coated 
wire, furniture, and chemical 
containers, are still prohibited. 

Ordinance 2014-11-01 was 
approved on the first reading 
due to its emergency status, 
and will become law upon 
publishing in this week’s 
Hickman County Gazette. The 
basis for the emergency status 
is that “the accumulation of 
yard and leaf debris is at its 
maximum during the month of 
November and there being no 


alternative for the City to offer 
for the removal or disposal of 
leaf and plant material.” 

The council also conducted 
and approved the first reading 
an ordinance relating to the 
placement and removal of 
signage, such as political and 
garage or yard sale signs. 
The ordinance prohibits the 
placement of signs on any post 
or pole, including utility poles 
or traffic sign poles. Garage and 
yard sale signs must display 
the time, location, and date of 
the event, can be displayed up 
to one week before the event, 
and must be removed within 
48 hours of the conclusion of 
the event. Garage and yard sale 
signs are only permitted on 
private property with consent of 
the property owner, and must be 
no larger than “ordinary poster 
paper.” The ordinance states 
that signs displayed outside 
these times, not displaying the 
proper information, or larger 
than regular poster paper may 
be subject to removal. 

Restrictions on political 


signage include the prohibition 
of signs being placed on a 
public right of way, signs placed 
in a position that obstructs any 
view for traffic or pedestrians, 
and any political signage must 
be removed by the candidate 
of a designee within one week 
after the election. 

Councilmembers discussed 
the ordinance and decided that 
it will be amended, including 
the addition of a section relating 
to special event signage, before 
the second reading and adoption 
in December. 

During the meeting, Mayor 
Tommy Kimbro informed the 
council that the heat was out in 
the City Hall, and that a new 
unit needed to be replaced. He 
said the heating and cooling 
unit can be purchased and 
installed for less than $4,500. 
Councilman Jerome Jenkins 
made a motion to purchase a 
new unit for the building, as 
long as the cost does not exceed 
$4,500.

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Wounded veteran receives gift of mobility

From a young age, Staff 
Sgt. Jedediah Vermillion has 
maintained a deep-rooted desire 
to do two things. 

One is to serve his country, 
following in the footsteps of his 
father, grandfather and a number 
of other family members through 
enlistment in the United States 
Marine Corps. 

The other is hunting. 

He said he remembers perhaps 
as young as the age of five, he 
and his father had a conversation 
at the kitchen sink of their home 
as the patriarch of the family 
prepared venison harvested from 
a hunt earlier in the day. 

“He told me I could do 
anything I wanted to do, 
except be a Marine,” Staff Sgt. 
Vermillion said. 

As he grew to be a young 
man, enjoying the outdoors as 
he hunted deer, squirrel and 
waterfowl, he made a decision in 
1999 to enlist in the United States 
Marine Corp and ultimately was 
deployed for tours of duty in Iraq 
and Afghanistan. As he recalls, 
he and his “brothers” were hit 
twice, without serious injury. The 
third time, however, the outcome 
was very different for the aircraft 
mechanic, husband, and father of 
three. 

While being on the receiving 
end of morphine injections in 
the Black Hawk Medivac unit 
where he was hoisted, the Staff 
Sergeant said he believed, for 
him, his service to his country, 
and his life would be over. 

“I thought I was going to die,” 
he said. 

But that was not the end of the 
story. He underwent treatment 
in Germany, then Walter Reed 
Hospital, then countless other 
V.A. facilities. 

Occupational therapy, physical 
therapy, speech therapy — have 
all become a way of life for the 
37-year old, who resides in High 
Ridge, Mo. 

He is not steady on his feet, 
and walks for short abbreviated 
distances, a few feet at a time, 
with the help of a cane, and 
apologizes for his sometimes 
stuttering speech pattern. 

But this past Saturday, as 
a friend helped him from the 
pickup truck, to meet with a 
fellow Marine, the humble 
officer was at a loss for words for 
a different reason. 

Arriving at Ken-Tenn 
Outfitters in Fulton, where Larry 
Jones manages and co-owns the 
business with Jeff Campbell, 
there was a reunion of sorts, 
not so much as between two 
servicemen, but between an 
outdoorsman and his passion. 

With the debilitating injuries 
Staff Sgt. Vermillion sustained, 
his freedom to roam the woods 
in search of wild game had been 
taken away. 

But on a crisp fall day, a short 
time before Veterans Day, Staff 
Sergeant Vermillion was given 
a new method of mobility, a 
wheelchair, its wheels replaced 
with tracks to maneuver among 
the hills and brush and trees of 
the woods he loved as a child, 
and thrived in as a young man. 

Jones himself enlisted in the 
Marine Corp in 2003, in active 
duty for nine years, which 
included tours in Iraq. His father, 
Tommy Jones served in the 
National Guard for six years. So 
as it was, when the elder Jones 
approached his son about how 
he wanted to make a charitable 
contribution to a worthy cause, 
the stipulation of the recipient 
being a Veteran seemed only 
natural. 

The other stipulation attached 
to the donation? The Veteran 
should be an outdoorsman, 
who could benefit from a piece 
of equipment like an Action 
TrackChair. 

So Larry Jones went to work, 
making contact after contact 
with bonds formed through his 
military service. Eventually 
when the information reached 
the desk of a Colonel, who just 
happened to be the Commanding 
Officer over the Wounded 
Warrior Regiment, that officer 
knew just the Marine to suggest. 

A basic chair, with just the 
metal frame and track carries

Staff Sgt. Vermillion boasted 
some custom features such as 
lights, a gun rack and shooting 
rest, increasing the value to 
over $13,000. Manufactured 
in Wisconsin, the chairs are 
distributed in a number of 
locations, including Louisville. 

Jones had first arranged to have 
the chair delivered from there 
but after he realized he would 
be making a trip to Bowling 
Green, a representative agreed 
to meet him there and make the 
connection, also saving money 
on the delivery fee. 

As a small gathering of Jones’ 
family, friends and co-workers 
looked on, Jones presented 
the chair to Vermillion, along 
with the decoys, shotgun and 
cooler, compliments of Hardcore 
Decoys, Benelli and Yeti, 
respectively. 

The emotional Vermillion 
humbly thanked Jones, and also 
made his way to each of the 
spectators present to thank them 
personally. 

From the very young, to 
the very old on hand for the 
presentation, the staff sergeant’s 
gratitude was met with an 


emphatic response of “No! 
Thank you for all you have done 
for us!” 

“I feel very blessed to be part 
of a business through which I 
have been able to be in a position 
to help,” Jones said.
